Doubtful Clouds Arise Over 
Public Employe Retirement

INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
Public employe deferred com 
pensation plans may wind up 
being far less important as a 
supplemental source of retire 
ment income to state workers 
than thpught by th** legislature, 
according to officials responsi 
hie for implementing them. 
The legislature last spring 
enacted a law providing that 
the deferred payment plans 
could be set up. beginning next 
January, to help provide a 
combination tax shelter-retire 
ment plan for public employes 
It 
came 
up 
for 
discussion 
Thursday afternoon in a session 
in Gov Otis R Bowen’s office 
attended by State Treasurer 
Jack New, State Auditor Mary 
Aikins Currie, Robert J. Dad, 
her chief deputy; State Budget 
Director Edison Thuma and 
Hayden B. Shepherd, executive 
secretary of the Public Em 
ployees Retirement Fund 
The plan provides that an 
employee may enter into a 
contractual agreement with his 
employer to defer payment of 
at least part of his salary. The 
state would have responsibility 
for providing the participating 
employes with accurate state 
ments of the amounts withheld 
and would be responsible for 
seeing that the employes got 
that money when they retired 
The state may consequently 
have 
the 
money 
used 
for 
variable life insurance or 
annuity contract or investments 
‘•for the purpose of funding a 
deferred compensation plan for 
such employees.” 
Idea to Cut Taxes. 
The idea behind the plan is to 
allow the employee to avoid 
paying a high rate of taxes on 
his income, since the withheld 
money would not be taxed, 
while he is earning a great 
deal, then to pay taxes on his 
savings after he retires 
However, Shepherd said that 
any plans the state comes up 
with have to be approved by 
the Internal Revenue Service 
and its agents had told him the 
deferred compensation 
plans 
were not normally used by 
public employes. 
"I can’t get straight answers 
from the IRS. The stock answer 
is that this type of plan is not 
designed for government em ­ 
ployes,” Shepherd said. ’What 
IHS is saying in effect is that 
the program is really designed 
for employees who are single, 
have multiple family incomes 
and expect to drop into a much 
lower income tax bracket after 
they retire.” 
The plans, which can also be 
used any political subdivision of 
the state, have to be approved 
by the State Board o. Finance, 
which is comprised of Bowen, 
New and Mrs. Currie. 
Bowen said he was glad that 
the law provides that the plans 


“may” be set up, rather than 
requiring 
that 
they 
"shall” 
because he ft*els the legislature 
did not do adequate researching 
on how the plans should be set 
up. or for that matter, whether 
they would really benefit most 
public employees 
Stat** to Hear Burden? 
Several of the participants 
voiced concern that the state 
would have to make 
any 
investments by the fund that 
went bad 
“Any plan we come up with 
here in Indiana might require 


that 
we 
retain 
control 
to 
guarantee that we will have the 
money to give to employes 
when they retire,” Thuma said. 
“A great deal of liability could 
attach to a lot of these things 
because, before IRS will accept 
a plan, it has to be a state plan,

Moneymaker Denies 


He Bilked Govt. 


ELKINS, W

South Vietnam a millionaire but 
denies a Justice Department 
charge he swindled the United 
States out of $1.2 million in a 
phony oil deal. 
Simmons, 32, was arrested by 
FBI agents Thursday on a 
criminal complaint alleging he

earm arked 
for 
Vietnamese oil into his own 
bank account while working for 
the

in 
Saigon 
Although no other persons 
were named in the complaint, 
up 
to five others 
may 
be 
involved in the alleged scheme. 
Simmons, an ex-Army major 
jailed here in lieu of $300,000 
bond, said the government had 
"no bash for its allegations.” 
He said 
he 
became 
rich 
during nine years in Vietnam 
because of rubber and coffee 
plantations, beauty and tailor 
shops 
and 
other 
business 
ventures headed by his Viet­ 
namese wife, Can. 
Simmons fled Saigon the day 
the 
Viet 
Cong arrived 
and 
brought his wife, four children 
and seven Vietnamese relatives 
back to his home in nearby 
Parsons, W. Va., to live. 
He was charged with bilking 
the government by acquiring 
funds for oil products that were 
never delivered 
In its complaint, the Justice

said 
Simmons, 
while civilian head of the U.S. 
Petroleum, Oil and Lubricants 
Section in Saigon, arranged for 
$1.3 million to be paid ‘o the

Saved, Will Be Relocated

NEW HAVEN, Conn. (UPI) 
— 
They'll 
be 
turning 
out 
hamburgers 
again 
down 
at 
Louis' Lunch, just like they’ve 
done ever since the burger was 
born there at 
turn 
of 
the 
century The tiny lunch counter 
has outfoxed the wrecking ball 
by 48 hours. 
The only difference is the 12 
by 
18-foot 
building 
will 
be 
moved 2h blocks. 
“We’re buying the property 
out of our life savings,” said 
Kenneth Lassen, whose grand­ 
father reputedly stuck a piece 
of meat between two slices of 
bread for a hurried customer 
about 70 years ago to create the 
burger 
He said he’s “really, really 
elated 
and 
so's 
the 
whole 
family. Ifs just that ... boy. are 
we gonna be in hock." 
Lassen's grandfather was the 
original l^ouis. His claim to 


serving the first U S hamburg­ 
er antedates 
the commonly 
accepted St. Louis World’s Fair 
precedent. Local historical au­ 
thorities say lessen s claim is 
well-substantiated 
The New Haven Redevelop­ 
ment Agency had ordered him 
evicted from the old location to 
make way for a new health 
club, 
parking 
garage 
and 
medical office complex. 
Although Louis’, which seats 
only eleven customers, often 
has 30 
or 
more 
customers 
crowded inside, the restaurant 
couldn't 
compete 
with 
the 
prospect of major new

revenue for the city.

■ The state's emergency medical 
services program continues to 
gather momentum. 
A few weeks ago, we completed 
work on the rules and regulations 
which set standards for operating 
the statewide system and for 
training the technicians who pro­ 
vide emergency medical service to 
our citizens. 
Some have voiced concern about 
the requirements set for personnel 
who provide emergency service, 
saying that the program could drive 
people out of business. 
We have pondered this issue in 
depth. We don’t believe it will 
happen. Our evaluation of the reg­ 
ulations indicates that the vast 
majority of emergency service pro­ 
viders in the state will be able to 
meet them without great difficulty. 
The standards are high enough to 
stimulate quality service but they 
are not so rigid as to jeopardize the 
businesses of those who conscien­ 
tiously strive to provide that serv­ 
ice.

TITLE XX: WHAT IT IS 
Title XX of the Social Security Act was signed into law 
January 4,1975 by President Ford. It provides 2.5 
billion dollars of Federal funds to be allocated to the 
states, on a population basis, for use in providing 
social services. (Indiana's allocation is $63.5 million 
per year.) These services are to be directed at the 
achievement of the following five national goals, as 
defined by Congress: 
1. Achieving or maintaining economic self-support to 
prevent, reduce or eliminate dependency. 
2. Achieving or maintaining self-sufficiency, including 
reduction or prevention of dependency. 


3. Preventing or remedying neglect, abuse or 
exploitation of adults and children unable to 
protect their own interests, or preserving, 
rehabilitating, or re uniting families. 


4. Preventing or reducing inappropriate institutional 
care by providing for community-based care, home- 
based care or other forms of less intensive care. 


5. Securing referral or admission for institutional care 
when other forms of care are not appropriate, or 
providing services to individuals in institutions. 


STATE OF INDIANA ACTION PLAN 
As Governor, I have designated the Indiana State 
Department of Public Welfare as the "single Title XX 
state agency’’ for planning, administering, supervising 
and developing a Title XX Services Plan. In addition, I 
appointed a State Title XX Policy Committee composed 
of Messrs. Raymond W. Rizzo, Executive Assistant to 
the Governor; Edison L. Thuma, State Budget Director; 
and Wayne A. Stanton, Administrator, State 
Department of Public Welfare. This Policy Committee 
is to oversee and give direction to the State 
Department of Public Welfare in its development of 
the Services Plan for Title XX. 


To date, an extensive planning process has been 
carried out in Indiana, consisting of the following: 


• Proposals for the provision of services were 
submitted by the following state agencies: 


Commission on Aging and Aged 
Community Service Administration

Department of Correction

• Data was obtained from county welfare departments 
in the State regarding their plans for the provision 
of Title XX services. 
The opportunity for additional citizen comment and 
review of Indiana's Title XX Services Plan is now being 
provided with the publishing of this proposed Services 
Plan.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
poor see themselves in different 
ways from what the experts on 
the por often visualize them. 
“This country can afford to 
take care of the poor and is not 
doing 
it,” 
is the way 
one 
woman puts it. 
“Why don’t we work?", asks 
another. 
“ No 
opportunities, 
discrimination. They look at the 
color of your skin, jobs might 
not be available." 
“While it used to be that 
welfare was a shameful thing, 
people don’t look down their 
nose at welfare people any 
more. What’s to be ashamed 
of?” , says another. 
“People 
don’t 
know 
what 
poverty is who haven’t been 
there,” observes another. “Now 
when you do work, they take 
that much away from us, so 
that you can’t get ahead.” 
These 
are 
some 
of 
the 
comments from women receiv­ 
ing aid to dependent children, 
given to Dr. Patricia Sailor, 
home 
economist, 
and 
Dr. 
Wilma 
Crumley, 
journalist, 
both professors at the Universi­ 
ty of Nebraska, Lined 
The two set out to draw 
p o rtraits of today’s poor as 
they see themselves rather than 
as “poverty stereotypes" be­ 
cause their own self-images 
“necessarily affect all com­ 
munication processes in which 
professionals...are involved.” 
The professors began with a 
random sampling of 40 women 
receiving 
aid 
to 
dependent 
children 
They 
were 
inter­ 
viewed in depth in their homes 
and 
set 
the 
pattern 
for 
interviews of other women. The 
professors’ findings are dis­ 
cussed in the current “Journal 
of Home Economics ”, a publi 
ation of the American Home 
Economics Association. 
The 
women 
receiving 
aid 
ranged from 19 to 54 years of 
age and it turned out looked on 
poverty 
in 
five 
markedly 
different 
ways 
Some 
were 
“struggling” , others 
“ d is­ 
couraged” , “critical”, “accep­ 
ting" 
or 
“s p e c i a l 
circum stances” that had put 
them in the welfare column. 
In the “struggling" group, 
one mother explained, “Some 
just can’t afford to work. Many 
have small children and cannot 
get the kinds of jobs that pay 
enough to provide babysitting 
and have anything left over.” 
She 
suggested 
the 
No.

priority should be for “state- 
run 
child 
centers 
so 
that 
mothers could work. It would 
give them back some pride in 
themselves.” 
"The critical” group 
was 
critical 
of 
fellow 
welfare 
recipients. They said, “ Lazi­ 
ness. not money, is the basic 
problem” , “poor people don’t 
take care of the things they 
have” and “poor people just 
have to learn to go without.” 
Said one, “ I don’t care how 
much money is spent, you’re 
not going to wipe out poverty 
conditions. Some people...are 
going to sit there and let you 
wait on them .” 
The “discouraged” believed 
that everyone looks down on 
them 
because 
they 
are 
on 
welfare and that most peple 
don’t 
understand 
poverty, 
“There’s nobody to tell your 
troubles to.” 
“ No money left,” said one 
woman. “Absolutely. Utilities 
are so high. Gotta have gas, 
water, lights. Don’t know how 
I’m going to do it.” 
The “accepting" women be­ 
lieve the other poor should 
accept poverty, as they them ­ 
selves accept it. 
Instead of 
com plaining, 
for 
instance, 
about clothing styles —the poor 
should be glad they have good 
warm clothing. As one said, “ If 
it wasn’t for laid-back clothes 
and hand-me-downs, we would 
be in trouble." 
The “special circumstances" 
group explained how hard they 
worked, could understand and 
view 
with 
compassion 
the 
problems of others on welfare 
But they clearly indicated that 
hard work and stronger inner 
c h aracter 
would 
elim inate 
many 
poverty 
and 
welfare 
problems. 
One 
woman 
summed 
up 
matters this way: “You have to 
work for what you get. it’s not 
going to jump into your lap."

BZZZZZZZZZZ ... th a t’s 
the sound of those persis­ 
tent little pests, mosquitoes. 
Not only have they been 
bugging man, and woman, 
for eons, but until recently 
they were also our deadly 
enemies. 
If left unchecked, mos­ 
quitoes carry malaria, yel­ 
low fever, and assorted other 
diseases. Some are so large 
a swarm can bite a man to 
death 
in 
a 
single 
night. 
Certain scholars believe that 
the m osquito, by bringing 
malaria 
that 
sapped 
the 
strength of the people, con­ 
tributed to the downfall of 
th e a n c ie n t G reek and 
Roman civilizations. 
In some Indian m ythol­ 
ogies, the m osquito is con­ 
sidered deadly enough to 
kill the m oon god. Other 
m yths about m osquitoes in­ 
clude a cannibal monster 
story told 
by 
the North 
Pacific 
Coast 
and 
Plains 
Indians that says mosquitoes 
originated from the ashes of 
the burnt m onster’s body. 
In Rumania, they say mos­ 
quitoes were created from 
the Devil’s pipe smoke and 
that angels 
fear to tread 
where there are mosquitoes. 
A c tu a lly , m o s q u ito e s 
hatch from eggs laid on stag­ 
nant 
water. 
The 
average 
female may lay as many as 
200 eggs at a tim e, and in as 
little as nine days they can 
become full grown insects. 
N ot all m osquitoes are 
bloodsuckers. Some species 
can live on plant juices, but 
in general the female needs 
a blood meal to lay fertile 
eggs. 
There are about 2000 
species of m osquitoes that 
have 
been identified and 
mosquitoes are found all 
over the w orld, even in the 
arctic regions. 
Women’s lib is nothing 
new to m osquitoes. Only 
the female is equipped to 
bite people and anim als.The 
male, on the other hand, is 


smaller and feeds on water 
and plant juices. 
Most people attract mos­ 
quitoes. There is not much 


you can do to your body 
chemistry 
to 
make 
you 
unattractive. But you can 
p r o te c t y o u rs e lf w ith a 
good insect repellent like 
“Sportsm ate IL ” Effective 
a g a in s t b itin g flie s and 
mosquitoes, “ Sportsm ate II” 
comes in a 5-ounce spray or 
a 2-ounce cream, both pleas­ 
antly scented. 
Any repellent works best 
when applied to all exposed 
areas of your skin (except 
your eyes and m outh) and 
to your clothing, since mos­ 
quitoes are quite capable of 
biting right through cloth. 
Repellents will work if 
thoroughly applied and re­ 
applied when needed. But, 
if this doesn’t work, you 
might try one of the m eth­ 
ods recommended in the 
folklore of Labrador: hold 
your breath until the mos­ 
quito dies. Or you might 
wear a suit of armor! 
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
